w ar tim e require­ 
ments. 
British labor is adopting the 
attitu d e th a t since capitalists can get 
war contracts a t abnorm ally 
high 
prices, workingm en should have 
a 
share of th e good fortune. T he w ork­ 
ers are particularly insistent because 
of the increased cost of living since 
the war began. 
The strikes th a t have been o rd ­ 
ered to enforce the high wage poli­ 
cy have curtailed the output of war 
supplies. 
But, this is not the only 
cause of m unition shortages.

custom ary am ong large num bers of 
British skilled w orkers to accept em ­ 
ployment for only enough days in the 
week to keep them selves and

The newest monster

fleet. 
Admiralty officials have vir­ 
tually admitted that another big bat­ 
tleship of the Queen Elizabeth type 
Is in action.
